The people of the United States are not going to be led 
into war as easily as they were some twenty years ago, when 
they rushed headlong into the World war. The San Bernar- 
dino Sun comments as follows on the ‘‘scare’’ that recently got 
some people excited : 

“The war seare which was promoted so successfully 
in this country a few weeks ago has fizzled. Few people 
today believe that there will be a world war this year, or 
any war in which the United States will become involved. 

“Prime Minister Chamberlain of Great Britain is re- 
ported to be confident that an effective move toward dis- 
armament can be started this year, beginning with redue- | 
tion in air armada. Certainly if the head of the British 
government—which has many interests at stake in Eur- 
ope while this nation does not—believes the outlook for 
peace is better than it has been for years, this would seem 
to be no time for citizens of the United States to become 
jittery. 

“Tt is the duty of government officials at Washington 
to keep this country at peace, to prevent entanglements in 


the Old World’s quarrels and to avoid actions and words 
that tend to promote war hysteria among that part of the 
populace that is easily led. No European nation has made 


overt moves in its relations with the United States. 
There is no indication that any European nation intends 
to become involved in a war with the United States. 

“Tf this idea can be impressed upon Congressmen, and 
they can be persuaded to act accordingly, this nation cer- 
tainly will be the gainer,’ 

Unless we miss our guess, it is not going to be as easy to 


get the people of this nation into a mood for war as it was 
previous to the World war. Those veterans who had a part 
in that terrible war—as well as the members of their families 
—have not forgotten its horrors, though it is more than twenty 
years past. Neither will they forget the propaganda that. got 
the people into a frenzy for war in such a short period of time. 
Accounts of horrible crimes committed in the name of war 
were later learned to have been exaggerated to a very great 
extent in many instances. In those days a person who was 
not favorable to getting into the war and ‘‘saving the world 
for democracy’’ hardly dared speak his sentiment for fear of 
being classed as a traitor to his country. Sereaming posters 
depicted heinous crimes as being committed by the Germans 
—ineluding men, women and children. And soon war was 
declared—and many thousands of young men were across the 
ocean and in the thickest of the fight. 

Now we all know what to this nation and 
how futile was that ‘‘war to end war Most of the nations 
participating have been at war considerable of the time since 
then. However, this nation has since exercised the good judg- 
ment to keep out of the affairs of the old world—and most of 
our people are of the opinion it would be futile to interfere in 
a militaristic way. 

The attitude of Americans is favorable to peace. They be- 
lieve in adequate preparedness, but they are not in favor of 
going to war—at least at this time—unless an aggressor na- 
tion sends its fighting force to our shores in an attack. 

Surely it is not the duty of the United States to keep the 
straight and narrow path’’—and if it

Ballot Reform

registered voters came out of Sacramento last week when each 
legislative house took a definite step toward simplification of 
the unwieldly California ballot. The 
mously the non-partisan election bill, and the assembly over- 
whelmingly endorsed the bill to ban primary cross-filing. The 
senate measure provides for election on a non-partisan basis 
of all state officers, excepting the governor, leutenant-gov- 
ernor, and U. S. senators and representatives. The assembly 
measure would oblige each primary aspirant to limit himself 
to a single party ticket. 

The fact that each of the two bills has the approval of one 
legislative house is probably of greater interest at the moment 
to the average voter than the circumstance that the senate 
views with disfavor the assembly bill, and vice versa. Nat- 
urally enough, lawmakers are prejudiced in favor of their own 
creations, but in the interest of good government the central 
objective of both proposals should be achieved. With both the 
senate and assembly on solid ground, it is in order for strate- 
gists of the two bodies to sit down together, discuss all fea- 
tures of their respective bills, and iron out differences to the 
end that a compromise measure retaining the major benefits 
of both be given passage in both houses. 

The impossible complexities of last year’s swollen ballot 
are still strong in the voters’ memory. Good government re- 
quires deliberate, reflective voting—an utter impossibility with 
a voting booth document of such proportions that comprehend- 
ing it is comparable to weeks of ‘‘cramming’’ for a college ex- 
amination. And not far ahead is 1940, when national issues 
will be superimposed upon state issues for the voter to deter-
